recorded as history for the Army 
Nurse Corps have held brighter pros- 
pects for continued professional devel- 
opments and greater service efficiency 
than the fifty- 
fourth year be- 


this day 
the anniversary 
of the founding 
of the Corps 
will be observed 
at Army medi- 
al installations 
throughout the 
United States 
and in sixteen 
foreign coun- 
tries. Our opti- 
mistic outlook 
for the future 
rests on past 
progress as well as that made during the 
past twelve months. 

Particularly remembered on the an- 
niversary date is the illustrious heritage 
left by those who have served during 
our earlier years. In World War I, 10,- 
400 Army nurses endured the uncertain- 
ties of combat nursing in England, 
France, Italy, Belgium and in Siberia. 
This was almost half of the 21,480 grad- 
uate nurses comprising the Corps at that 
time. Their unfailing devotion to duty 
without regard to their own personal 
safety was recognized by France, Bri- 
tain, Greece, Belgium, Roumania and 
Russia through official decorations and 
by the United States in the bestowal of 
2% Distinguished Service Medals and 
three Distinguished Service Crosses. 

In World War II the Army Nurse 
Corps achieved its peak strength of 
57,000 and half of this total went over- 
seas. More than a thousand Army nurses

The report of a high-level Army civil- 
ian Advisory Committee was revised 
after it was first submitted but prior to 
public release under unusual 
stances which point to presence of De- 
fense Department pressure.

PRESIDENT SIGNS PROCLAMATION 
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Will Name AF Gen. 
For No. 2 NATO Post 


President Eisenhower will accent the 
growing prestige of airpower when he 
nominates—probably next month—an Air 
Force general to be Deputy Commander- 
in-Chief of the U. S. European Command. 

This command, under General Alfred 
M. Gruenther, USA, Supreme Allied Com- 
mander Europe, embraces all U. S. forces 
in Europe—Army, Navy and Air Force. 

The post is now held by its first in- 
cumbent, General Thomas T. Handy, 
USA, the Army’s senior promotion lisi 
officer who will retire for age (62) in 
March. 

His successor will be either Genera) 
Lauris Norstad, USAF, who has been in 
Europe since October 1950, or a present 
three-star Air Force general who woulé 
make his fourth in the NATO billet. 

Assignment of an Air Force officer to be 
Deputy Commander-in-Chief of EUCOM, 
might pave the way for later assign- 
ment of an air general to the SACEUR 
job, filled successively by Army Generals 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, Matthew B. Ridg- 
way and Gruenther. 

The Air Force has contended during 
recent years that it has not been given 
adequate representation in joint com- 
mand assignments. 

This complaint will diminish as more 
Air Force generals are moved to joint 
command billets in recognition of the 
added reliance on airpower in defense 
planning. 

At the present time, Air Force genera} 
officers command only two of the eight 
unified commands—Lt. Gen. Joseph H 
Atkinson, USAF, in Alaska and Lt. Gen. 
Charles T. Meyers, USAF, in the North- 
east Command with headquarters in 
Newfoundland.

Gen. Horace L. McBride, USA, Caribbean;

Threatens Care of Sick 

“At present, only token members of 
these devoted and gallant young women 
may be promoted above lieutenant,” he 
said. “This bleak prospect for career rec- 
ognition, combined with the nation-wide 
shortage of nurses, jeopardizes seriously 
our capabilities for care of the sick.” 

The Chief of Naval Personnel told the 
House Armed Services Committee dur- 
Ing hearings this week on the Arends 
dill that the Navy “recommends a sub- 
stantial revision upward of the present 
inadequate numbers of Nurse Corps Of- 
ficers who may serve in the higher 
grades.” 

Under present law, Navy Nurses are 
authorized only .7 per cent of their total 
strength in the rank of commander and 
16 per cent in the rank of lieutenant 
commander. The Navy’s recommenda- 


tion would raise these percentages to | 


1.75 per cent and 7.75 per cent, respec- 


tively.

Representative Charles R. Jonas (R- 
N.Car.) asked Congress this week to re- 
move the 60-day restriction on accumu- 
lated leave for military personnel who 
were prisoners of war in Korea. 

In a speech on the House floor, Repre- 
sentative Jonas, a member of the Appro- 
priations Committee, said American 
POW’s “did not have the opportunity to 
enjoy any leave and I think it is no more 
than fair to remove the 60 days limita- 
tion in their cases.”

RAdm. Stuart S. Murray, USN, Com- 
mander of the Hawaiian Sea Frontier 
and Commandant, Fourteenth Naval Dis- 
trict, received orders this week to report 
to the Navy Department to replace 
RAdm.

5-Point Policy 


1—An increase in the number of com- 
manders and lieutenant commanders in 
pd Nurse Corps is required and is justi- 
fied. 

2—Any percentage limitation must be 
sufficiently generous to provide an ade- 
quate number in periods of declining 
naval strength, but realistic enough to 
prevent excesses in the higher grades 
in periods of increasing naval strength. 

3—The concept of utilization of com- 
manders in the Nurse Corps. has 
changed since the present law was 
passed. The present concept is more re- 
alistic and can be justified. 

4—Requirements in the grades of com- 
manders and lieutenant commanders are 
generated for the most part by the re- 
quirements in naval hospitals. There- 
fore a realistic ratio should be estab- 
lished for determination of requirements 
in naval hospitals, 

5—-Requirements in the grades of com- 
mander and lieutenant commander in 
activities other than naval hospitals are 
related primarily to the need for one 
nurse with sufficient prestige and au- 
thority within the Medical Department 
to coordinate, direct, and supervise the 
nursing service.

Military Strength Tumbles; 
Cuts To Be Accelerated 


The Defense Department this week re 
leased a manpower summary which 
showed that the Armed Forces entered 
1954 with 3,418,888 men and women in 
uniform, a drop of 37,841 during Decem 
ber. 

The Services will end the current fiscal 
year on 30 June with 3,328,000 and will 
drop to 3,037,900 a year later. 

This means that the net loss must be 
90,888 in the first six months of 1954, in 
cluding a planned growth of about 35,00 
in the Air Force. 

Here was the breakdown as of 31 Dec 

Army—1,489,340, compared with 1,407- 
000 goal for fiscal ’54 year-end and 1,164- 
000 for end fiscal ’55. 

Navy—765,346, with 745,000 the current 
fiscal year goal, and 688,980 the fiscal 
year-end objective. 

Air Force—920,400 (a drop of 3,500 dur 
ing December), shooting for 955,000 by # 
June and 970,000 a year later. 

Marine Corps—243,803, with 225,000 the 
30 June goal and 215,000 set as the target 
for 12 months thereafter.

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A fundamental change is taking place 
in administration of the Defense Depart- 
ment. 

The keynote is centralized power, ex- 
emplified at two echelons—one of them 
solidly grounded in legislative authority, 
the other more nebulous. 

The new atmosphere at the Pentagon 
is marked by two salient developments: 

1. A Defense Secretary who last year 
was given added power by the President 
and Congress is using it. He is leaving 
no room for doubt as to who is respon- 
sible for the entire military establishment 
and who is its boss. 

2, Nine Assistant Secretaries, original- 
ly proclaimed to be out of the line of com- 
mand, are getting in it to an increasing 
degree. Many see their status as a poten- 
tial source of much confusion. 

Typical of the new centralized author- 
ity approach being employed by Defense 
Secretary Charles E. Wilson is his newly 
issued directive modifying terms of the 
Key West and Newport agreements, 
notably as related to unified command. 

At Key West and Newport, representa- 
tives of the Army, Navy and Air Force 
met with the Defense Secretary (James 
VY. Forrestal), discussed problems at 
length and leisure, worked out compro- 
mises and then signed statements of en- 
dorsement. 

Now, the modification of these docu- 
ments has been ordered, with approval 
of the President, with only one signa- 
ture—that of Mr. Wilson. 

Any doubt that he may have lacked 
authority to take such unilateral action 
was dispelled following release last Spring 
of the Rockefeller Commission Report 
and Reorganization Plan No. 6. 

It was made crystal clear that the 
Secretary has “direction, authority and 
control” over all agencies of the Defense 
Department, including the Departments 
of the Army, Navy and Air Force. 

That Mr. Wilson is not afraid to em- 
ploy the full measure of his authority was 
made evident this week as he “directed” 
the Army to issue dishonorable dis- 
charges to the 21 POW’s who refused 
repatriation. 

Implementation of Justice Code provi- 
sions is as intricate and delicate a prob- 
lem as can be found anywhere in the 
military establishment, and especially so 
in the unprecedented case of the POW’s. 
But Mr. Wilson made his decision—at 
odds with an Army recommendation of 
“desertion charges” according to reliable 
reports—and then ordered the Army to 
carry out the decision. 

It is not known in how many other 
instances Mr. Wilson or his alter ego, 
Deputy Secretary Roger M. Kyes, has 
“directed” Service Secretaries to take a 
specific course of action, whether or not 
in accord with the recommendation of 
the Service Secretary. 

Those who question the implications of 
the centralization of power and the long- 
rfange impact this could have on the 
standing and prestige of the three Serv- 
ice Secretaries do not, however, question

rect” the Services to take specific actions, 
as he deems proper. 
On the other hand, many questions are 


| being raised about the activities of the 


nine Assistant Defense Secretaries.

The Defense Department organization 
chart shows no line whatsoever running 
from any of the Assistant Secretaries to 
the Services, yet it’s no secret that con- 
tact is continuously maintained. Trou- 
bles are developing. 

A recent survey made by one of the 
Services discloses that during a single 
six months’ period, Defense Department 
officials made more than 1000 direct re- 
quests upon the staff officers without go- 
ing through channels. 

This means that in numerous instances 
both the Service Secretary and his senior 
military advisor are being by-passed. 

The Advisory Committee on Army Or- 
ganization made a strong point of pro- 
testing such action. 

It is obvious, however, that many of 
the nine Assistant Secretaries cannot do 
their job, unless they are, in fact, func- 
tional officials. 

For example, how can Assistant Secre- 
tary Frederick A. Seaton fulfill either 
his legislative affairs or public affairs 
responsibilities without being something 
more than a policy maker. This is being 
recognized in somewhat “end run” fash- 
ion by the Defense Department’s asking 
twice as much money for its Office of 
Public Information (under Mr. Seaton) 
this year, but overall, for all the military 
establishment, asking only the same 
amount of money for public information 
activities for fiscal ’55 as in fiscal ’54. 

Consolidation of activities under direct 
control of Mr. Seaton is a certainty if 
Congress goes along. 

Similarly, in the cases of Assistant 
Secretaries W. J. McNeil, the Comptrol- 
ler, and John A. Hannah, manpower and 
personnel chief, there is wide recognition 
that these officials must frequently be 
“functional” officers of the Defense De- 
partment and that they have a constant 
requirement for information from the 
Services on a direct “need to know” 
basis. 

Assistant Secretary Charles L. Thomas, 
in charge of logistics, is another who 
undoubtedly will become more and more 
of an operator as time goes by, and as 
his chief, the Defense Secretary, assumes 
tighter control of the entire military pic- 
ture. The same is likely to hold true for 
the other Assistant Secretaries. 

It can be expected that this new trend 
towards centralized authority, much of it

in the Defense Department structure be- 
fore too long. 

In this regard, personality factors are 
recognized as being of extreme impor- 
tance in the Defense set-up. Already there 
are those who contend that the relation 
of the nine Assistant Secretaries to the 
individual Services needs more explicit 
definition, either by law or regulation, to 
reduce the impact of the personality ele- 
ment. 

The feeling is strengthening among 
Pentagon observers that a clash may be 
in the making. 

To sum up, the Secretary’s new all- 
powerful position is acknowledged, for it’s 
spelled out in the Reorganization Plan. 
But the Assistant Secretaries, who are 
supposed to be supervisors and policy 
makers, but who actually are operators 
in many areas, are going to cause trou- 
ble unless precautions are taken.

Extend Ship Charters 

The Military Sea Transportation Serv- 
ice announced this week that charters 
for two C-3 type ships, the SS Mormac- 
mar and the Mormacmoon, owned and 
operated by the Moore McCormack Lines, 
Inc., have been extended for approxi- 
mately four months at a rate of $2,225 a 
day. 
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Members of two powerful committees 
in the House of Representatives spoke 
out this week in favor of a pay raise for 
military personnel. 

A new cost-of-living pay bill was in- 
troduced by Representative Bob Wilson 
(R.-Calif.), a member of the House 
Armed Services Committee, and 
creased” benefits including “a direct pay 
boost” was urged on the House floor by 
Representative Robert L. F. Sikes (D.- 
Fla.). 

The legislation proposed by Represent- 
ative Wilson, HR 7489, is similar to the 
bill introduced last year by Representa- 
tive James E. Van Zandt (R.-Pa.). The 
latter bill was bottled-up for months in 
the Bureau of the Budget and finally re- 
turned to the Defense Department with- 
out comment. Both measures would tie 
military pay to the cost-of-living-index. 

Representative Wilson said he is con- 
vinced the current morale problem in 
the Armed Forces “is primarily one of 
economics.” If the United States is to 
depend for protection “on an alert, 
strong, competent Armed Forces,” he 
said, “then it is fundamental that we 
consider a pay raise bill immediately.” 

He noted that the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee has heard testimony that 
it costs thousands of dollars to train 
men in certain technical fields. He said, 
“It seems penny wise and pound foolish 
to train men at great expense and then 
invite them to leave the service through 
the device of substantially underpaying 
them.”

present-day costs of living, to say noth- 
ing of the responsibility discharged.” 

It must be “a bitter pill,” he said, for 
the military man to see his civilian 
counterpart “with parallel education 
and training, with less responsibility, re- 
ceiving much more than the pay of the 
service contemporary.” 

Mr. Sikes said, “I feel that benefits te 
the Armed Forces should be increased 
and that a direct pay boost is a simple, 
logical and proper course.” 

Discussing the numerous fringe bene- 
fits which have been decreased or with- 
drawn from military personnel, Mr. 
Sikes said the small amount of money 
saved is “wiped out many times by the 
loss of trained personnel and the time 
and money required to train more.” 

He noted also that it is often neces 
sary to pay civilians a high bonus to get 
them to work at out-of-the-way loca- 
tions, whereas military personnel “must 
accept this inconvenience and the conse- 
quent hardships with nothing except, in 
some cases, a few per cent of foreign- 
duty pay.” 

The veteran House member said he 
believed the great majority of the pres- 
ent ills of the Services “can be overcome 
by monetary medication. I believe, also. 
that money so spent will be earned and 
repaid a thousand-fold.”

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“Army Supports New Promotion Proposal 


Brig. Gen. Herbert B. Powell, USA, 
warned Congress this week that “denial 
of well-earned promotion” for Army offi- 
cers means “a weakening of the com- 
mand structure.” 

Representing the Army in hearings be- 
fore the House Armed Services Commit- 
tee on the Arends Bill (HR-7103), Gen- 
eral Powell, Deputy Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-1, said the proposal will solve one 
of the major career incentive problems 
which currently confront all of the Serv- 
ices. It will provide greater assurance to 
professional officers, he said, “that they 
ean look forward to reasonably steady 
promotion and increased responsibility as 
they gain experience and value to the 
service.” 

Noting that the proposal will repeal 
the present restriction on voluntary re- 
tirements, General Powell said it would 
be inappropriate to continue such a re- 
striction “since the Army is contracting 
in strength at the present time. To force 
the Army to maintain on active duty less 
motivated officers and create the para- 
dox of retaining officers on active duty 
against their will while forcing others to 
leave active duty involuntarily in order 
to reduce strength is not good personnel 
management.” 

The Army recommended only one 
change in the bill: an increase in the 
number of officers provided in the grade 
of major. For a strength of 120,000 offi- 
cers, the Army recommended 19,680 ma- 
jors, or 750 more than is provided by the 
bill as introduced. 

General Powell said appropriations 
riders (the Davis Amendment), restrict- | 
ing promotions for the past two years, | 
have had “an adverse effect on officer | 
morale.” He added that they should be 
avoided in the future. 

Excerpts from General Powell’s 
mony follow: 

“One of the most pressing problems |

facing the Army today is the mainte- 
nance of its hard core of professional sol- 
diers. The Regular Army and Reserve 
personnel who have served on active 
duty for extended periods constitute this 
hard core. ... Although the Army today 
has a sizable pool of these experienced 
officers serving voluntarily on active 
duty, that pool is beginning to ebb and it 
is becoming more difficult to attract fine, 
young men to enter the career service. 
Every effort to reverse this must be ex- 
erted. 

. .. High calibre, able men cannot be 
expected to follow a profession with un- 
certain promotion prospects, and the 
Army is no exception. 

“|. . There should be no law on the 
books, even for a short time, which indi- 
cates that the Army intends to restrict 
promotion and yet require officers to dis- 
charge the responsibilities calling for 
higher rank and pay for indefinite pe- 
riods. Nevertheless, this has been the 
case since July 1952. HR 7103 corrects 
this situation and, if adjusted somewhat, 
assures the professional officer that he 
can look forward to reasonable opportu- 
nities for promotion.”

Rescue Visibility 

Two non-commissioned officers of the 
Marine Corps Air Station Crash Crew 
and the Off-Station Salvage Crew, Cherry 
Point, N. C., have solved the problem of 
making salvage crew members visible to 
helicopter pilots through dense growth 
of trees and underbrush. 

When a plane crash has been spotted, 
a helicopter usually circles the crash 
scene and directs the ground crew to 
the wrecked plane. However, often the 
pilot loses sight of those on the ground 
because of thick foliage. 


M/Segt. G. A. Walter and T/Sgt. H. G. 
Gray solved this problem by fashioning 
vests made of fluorescent cloth which 
reflected sufficient light, especially when 
struck by the sun, to make them visible 
from the air. After a recent test, a pilot 
pronounced the vests a success, com- 
menting that from a helicopter it was 
“just like watching a moving light bulb.”

Temp Officers 


Most of the Navy’s temporary and Re- 
serve officers in the grades of lieutenant 
commander and above will be released to 
inactive duty or reverted to permanent 
status “during the next few years.” 

This disclosure was made by Vice Adm. 
James L. Holloway, jr., Chief of Naval 
Personnel, during hearings before the 
House Armed Services Committee on the 
Arends Bill this week. He said “approxi- 
mately 600 line officers in those three 
grades” will be retained. 

At present the Navy has about 5,000 
temporary officers whose permanent rank 
is enlisted or warrant and approximately 
4,900 active duty Reserve officers in the 
upper grades. 

During the same period, he also re- 
vealed, forced attrition to the rank of 
captain and commander will “steadily in- 
crease to a maximum of 25 per cent” and 
to 20 per cent for promotions to the

grade of lieutenant commander. 

The releases and reversions, Admiral 
Holloway said, will be made as Navy 
strength shrinks “so that we will not ve 
required to assess an undue attrition 
against officers at the promotion point.” 

Even so, he noted, the Navy may have 
to ask Congress for an increase in the 
grade distribution for lieutenant com- 
manders from the present 18 per cent 
in the Officer Personnel Act to 20 per 
cent. No change is being asked at this 
time, he said, because the difficulty is 
still three or four years away “and un- 
der certain conditions might not occur 
at all.” 

Despite the new ceilings which the 
Arends Bill will establish, Admiral Hol- 
loway said temporary promotion of offi- 
eers in the Navy “will continue to be 
retarded” in order to bring them into 
line with the time schedule prescribed 
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as normal by the Officer Personnel Act. 
He added, too, that total commissioned 
service prior to promotion will continue 
to be lengthened. 

The Chief of Naval Personnel said the 
Navy’s long rang promotion plans will: 

1—Man the Navy; 

2—Preclude catastrophic losses of 
trained, qualified manpower; and 

3—Maintain a flow of promotion to in- 
sure vitality and to cherish the futures 
of the career officers.

Unless some 
changes are ordered in Defense Department pro- 
cedures, much confusion and bad feeling can grow 
out of the current situation whereby the Assistant 
Secretaries of Defense make direct requests upon 
staff officers in the military Services without the 
Secretaries of the military departments or their 
military chiefs being informed. As reported else- 
where in this issue, one of the military depart- 
ments has learned that more than 1,000 such 
requests were made upon officers in their depart- 
ment without being coordinated through the 
civilian and military heads of the agency. 

Doubtless this situation arises from the efforts 
of the assistant secretaries to speed their plans 
along by cutting what they consider “red tape” 
and going direct to the source. But it can both 
embarrass and hamper the departmental heads by 
keeping them in ignorance of what is going on 
in their own departments. We recall that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in his Defense Reorganization 
laid particular stress upon the importance of the 
secretaries of the three military departments. “I 
am impressed,” he said, ‘‘with the determination 
of the Secretary of Defense to * * * look to the 
Secretaries of the three military departments as 
his principal agents for the management and 
direction of the entire defense enterprise.” The 
President’s concept of the place of the nine As- 
sistant Secretaries of Defense was likewise clear: 
“Without imposing themselves in the direct lines 
of responsibility and authority between the Secre- 
tary of Defense and the Secretaries of the three 
military departments, the Assistant Secretaries 
of Defense will provide the Secretary with a con- 
tinuing review of the programs of the defense 
establishment and help him institute major im- 
provements in their execution.” 


It must be realized, of course, that the new 
organization has been in force just seven months 
and that it is only by experience that it can be 
improved and perfected. The present disturbing 
situation could probably be clarified by having 
each of the three military secretaries or military 
chiefs designate some one in their respective 
offices through which requests from each of the 
Assistant Secretaries of Defense could be cleared. 
This would permit the responsible leaders to keep 
abreast of what is going on in their own depart- 
ments and at the same time not unduly delay the 
work of the top Assistant Secretaries. 


The CofS Keeps Faith, General Matthew B. 
Ridgway has demonstrated that he will not stand 
by idly when he can properly exert his prestige 
to prevent an injustice to individuals in uniform. 
This is particularly significant at the present time 
wher manpower and budget cuts are forcing the 
elimination from active service of men whe have 
served the Nation long and well, many in three 
wars. 

It so happens that 15 senior Army permanent 
colonels, selected last year for promotion to 
temporary brigadier general, must now be re- 
tired because of a new order issued by the Presi- 
dent. It would have been an easy thing to with- 
hold their nominations or to let the Senate defer 
action because of their imminent retirement. 

General Ridgway strongly advocated to his 
civilian superiors that the nominations go for- 
ward. This was done. Then, he asked and was 
given permission to testify before the Senate 
Armed Services Committee. The Chief of Staff 
rarely testifies on such nominations, which are 
made by the President. As a result of the Chief's 
presentation and his appeal for the well-earned 
promotions, the Senate Committee endorsed the 
nominations and forthwith sent them to the 
Senate, where they were quickly approved. The 
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promotions were announced in Special Orders 
this week. 

Not only the Army, but men and women in all 
the Services, will applaud General Ridgway’s 
action. He has demonstrated that loyalty in the 
Services remains a two-way street, no matter 
heavy-handed action elsewhere and the impact of 
manpower and budget cuts.

Regulars vs. Reserves 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Have just finished reading the 
outline of the recently activated 
“Survivors Benefits” program and it 
seems to be a good deal for the 
Regulars but once again some of 
the Reserves (I’m one of this group) 
are left out in the cold. 

Let’s take a look at the record! 
(with apologies to the late Al 
Smith)—we find that— 

(a) A Regular officer retired un- 
der paragraph 24B of the National 
Defense act as the result of below 
par service, started to draw his pen- 
sion immediately regardless of his 
age, and is now eligible to partici- 
pate in this plan. 

(b) A Regular officer retired un- 
der provision of law for years of 








draw his pension immediately, re 
gardless of his age, and is eligible 
to participate in this plan. 


(c) The Reserve officer (whose 
active service has been for the most 
part during WWI and WWII) may 
be forced, by reason of having at- 
tained 55 or 58 years of age to trans- 
fer to the Retired Reserve (after 
20 or more years of creditable serv- 
ice) without retirement pay until 
he attains the age of 60 years, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of 
Title II, PL 810. 

Now let us sum up the situation: 
The Regular who retires with cred- 
itable service, or the Regular who 
is retired under Section 34B, may 
immediately avail themselves of 
the plan which provides a measure 
of security for their survivors, but 
the Reserve Officer who has served 
creditably for an equal or longer 
number of years must wait until 60 
years of age before he can set up 
his program of protection for his 
loved ones. 

Thus it seems that Regular serv- 
ice, be it outstanding or below par, 
is the pre-requisite to survivor 
benefits but if the Reserve running- 
mate is unfortunate enough to cash 
in his chips between the ages of 55 
and 60, his survivors are denied the 
benefits of this security. 

Be it understood that I would not 
take any benefit away from a Regu 
lar—usually they’ve earned them— 
but why, in heaven’s name, can’t 
the Reserves who have qualified for 
retirement, be now retired so that 
we, too, may avail ourselves of these 
benefits. The difference in the size 
of our pensions would definitely re 
flect the difference in the number 
of years of active service. We'd like 
to provide this protection for our 
loved ones, too.

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REPRESENTATIVE JAMES E. VAN 
ZANDT (R-Pa.), original author of the 
amendment which restricts voluntary 
retirement from the Armed Services, 
coined a new name for the amendment 
this week.

SENATE DEMOCRATS opened fire 
late last week on pending reductions in 
Army strength and withdrawal of the 
45th and 40th Divisions from Korea, thus 
giving promise of a fight or at least a 
skirmish when the fiscal '55 budget 
reaches the Senate floor. 

Senator Albert Gore (D-Tenn.), who 
led the opposition, said the Defense De- 
partment’s “new look” was decided 
“without proper regard for the value of 
consultation with the leaders of Con- 
gress.” 

Others who joined him in criticizing 
the planned cutbacks were Senators Paul 
Douglas (D-Ill.), Henry M. Jackson 
(D-Wash.), John J. Sparkman (D-Ala.), 
Mike Monroney (D-Okla.) and former 
Secretary of the Air Force Stuart 
Symington (D-Mo.). 

Senator Gore said the cuts in Army 
strength make it “apparent that our 
ground forces are to be reduced to an 
extent which will require withdrawal of 
many of the troops now guarding the 
trouble spots of the world.” At the same 
time, he added, “we are given no as- 
surance whatsoever that there is any 
basic change in the threat we face or 
any basic change in the mission of the 
Armed Forces.” 


The new emphasis on nuclear weapons 
also was attacked by the group. Senator 
Douglas said “modern attacking forces 
will undoubtedly spread themselves out 
ina very thin diffusion, so that trying 
to check them with atomic weapons or 
the hydrogen bomb would be more or 
less like using a 155-mm shell to destroy 
a swarm of mosquitoes.” 


FLEET ADMIRAL CHESTER W. 
NIMITZ would benefit from a bill intro- 
duced in the House by Representative 
Harry R. Sheppard (D-Calif.). Last year 
the Comptroller General ruled that Ad- 
miral Nimitz could not take part time 
employment as a technical adviser with 
a company furnishing military supplies 
to the Government because of an 1896 
law (amended in 1935) which denies em- 
ployment to Navy and Marine Corps 
Officers still on the active list. All five- 
star officers remain on the active list for 
life, although Army and Air Force officers 
are not hampered by any such restriction 
as that contained in the 1896 law. Mr. 
Sheppard told THs JOURNAL the purpose 
of the bill (HR-7131) is to place the 
“rules” for five-star officers on a more 
equitable basis. 


REMOVAL OF AN EXEMPTION on 
dual compensation for certain officers 
retired for physical disability (HR 
5959, passed by the House last July) was 
favorably reported this week by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Post Office and Civil 
Service. 

Present law prohibits retired officers 
from receiving both military retired pay 
and pay as civilian employees of the Gov- 
ernment if the combined amount ex- 
ceeds $3,000 a year, unless the officer’s 
retirement for disability resulted from 
combat with the enemy or from disa- 
bilities received “in an explosion of an 
instrumentality of war in line of duty.” 

Thus, an AF officer who retired with 
a disability incurred when his plane 
crashed and exploded could draw the 
combined pay in excess of $3,000, whereas 
another officer whose plane crashed but 
did not explode cannot receive both pays. 

The law removes the need for the in- 
strumentality of war to have exploded. 


AN ANCIENT LAW which requires 
medical officers to superintend cook- 
ing by enlisted men — such work has 
long been done by food service (not 
medical officers) would be repealed un- 
der legislation sponsored by Chairman 
Short of the House Armed Services 
Committee.

DOES GEN. WASHINGTON OUTRANK HIMSELF? 


On page 591 (16 Jan.) of THRE JoURNAL is a note relative to Mr. McCor- 
mack’s bill to make George Washington a General of the Army. It states 
that his date of rank would be 3 July 1798, “the effective date of General 
Washington’s being appointed to the grade of Lieutenant General and Com- 
mander in Chief of all the armies raised or to be raised in the U. S.” Someone 
unless the record is wrong. 

This appears to stem from some nonsense by a Washington reporter some 
weeks ago to the effect that General Washington ranks 46th (or 47th perhaps) 
among all general officers appointed to date. His place as the first “general” 
to be appointed in our Army is well established, and his place as the first Com- 
mander-in-Chief, with the highest grade created in our Army prior to WWII, 
should give him unquestioned precedence over all others, then or now. 

George Washington was appointed “General and Commander-in-Chief of all 
the forces raised or to be raised 15 June 1775.” See Heitman’s Register, Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, 1903. It further shows him, under the “General Offi- 
cers in the Army of the United States from June, 1775, to 1903” as having served 
in the grade of “general” from 15 June 1775 to 23 December 1783. His appoint- 
ment as “lieutenant general” came later, after he had left the White House. 
He served in that grade (the highest authorized in the shrunken post-Revolu- 
tionary Army) from 3 July 1798 to 14 December 1799. His death terminated 
this appointment, which was as “Lieutenant General and Commander of the 
United States Army.” Someone got both dates, facts and terminology sadly 


If he is to be created a “general of the Army” his date of rank as such 
should be 15 June 1775, not the date proposed in HR 6904, since he was, in 
fact, the first “general” appointed in our Army. However, except as to termi- 
nology, the wording of the Act which appointed him “General and Command- 
er-in-Chief of all the forces raised or to be raised” probably already gives 
him precedence over John J. Pershing, Douglas MacArthur and all others 
who have held the new higher grades. Any traditionalist would agree, I 
unless one wishes to invalidate the acts of the Continental Congress 
and set off all manner of chain reactions. HR 6904 would raise the vexing 
problem of whether George Washington ranked above or below himself as the

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Russia, as Expected, Provides a Monkey-wrench— 
COMMENT ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


HE Big Three meeting in Berlin got off to the conventional start with Premier 

Molotov tossing the old-familiar monkey-wrench into the first day’s machin- 
ery. While Secretary of State Dulles expressed “profound disappointment” over 
Moscow’s behavior, his words must have been used in diplomatic sense for nobody 
at the conference can seriously have expected anything else. The Muscovite assault 
followed precedent in viewing the west’s defensive estabHshment as an aggressive 
set-up, in holding that Red China’s presence is imperative, in laying down an 
agenda proposai on a take-or-leave basis, etc.—in fact the only disappointing aspect 
which comes readily to mind was that Moscow had thought up nothing new. Sec- 
retary Dulles, with excellent judgment, abstained from a prolonged discussion into 
which Mr. Molotov undoubtedly hoped to involve him, and stunned Russia’s repre- 
sentative by expressing American acceptance of the proposed agenda, by “refusing 
to be discouraged,” and by “readiness to get ahead with our business.” Even the 
Russian proposal that the Big Four be expanded into a Big Five conference so 
as to include “the convicted aggressor” of the Korean war, Mr. Dulles agreed to 
take up first of all, on the confident reasoning that it is something the Allies are 
“willing to deal with and dispose of.” The disposal, however, is not likely to be 
of the variety Russia wishes. The United States, in Mr. Dulles’ plain words, “will 
not agree to join in a 5-power conference with Chinese aggressors for dealing with 
peace of the world.” 

The important thing, as the American negotiator patiently pointed out, is te 
get on with the primary purpose of the meeting, namely the settlement of the 
German-unification problem and of the long over-due Austrian treaty which 
Moscow has been blocking for elght years. If any such thing is achieved, this 
Berlin meeting—the first full-dreas meeting of the Big Four since Russia’s walk- 
out nearly five years ago—will have been a memorable success. That is one reason 
for doubting that any such thing will in fact be achieved, for Russia’s determina- 
tion to thwart action is undisguised, and the only question from the beginning 
has been over just what specific means, other than endless talk, will be employed. 


FRANCE was given the privilege of stating the western Allies’ viewpoint im- 
mediately on the opening of the conference, M. Georges Bidault making it clear 
that France supports the thesis of Germany’s affiliation with the West. It was solid 
judgment to handle the opening in precisely this way, as a means of discouraging 
Communist talk of Anglo-American “domination” of France, and demonstrating 
by one act both the readiness of France to state its position and the solidarity 
of the three western powers’ views on the German and Austrian matters. M. Bidault 
made pointed reference to the fact that it was in Moscow itself over ten years age 
that the Allies pledged restoration of Austrian independence. Moscow’s present 
aim is to drive a wedge into the western alliance and to shatter the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization as well as the European Defense Community. Little progress 
was made by Mr. Molotov in the opening days of the Berlin meeting, but it should 
be remembered that Mr. Molotov is capable of talking for days. 


IN INDO-CHINA the French Union forces have been conducting energetic 
actions in southern Laos to cope with the recent Vietminh occupation of useful 
territory. The actions have not been sensational by any means, for the missions 
are small-scale affairs in the present stage and have not been uniformly successful. 
But they appear to be directed toward larger things, notably a closing-in on 
Vietminh concentrations in the 200-mile coastal region north and south of Quinhon. 
It is an ambitious enterprise and it is too early to tell whether the Red forces in 
that area can be bottled up within the converging French columns. It is of interest 
that in the French forces is included the battalion which lately was operating 
with our forces in Korea. 


RAMON MAGSAYSAY, the new president of the Philippines, this week pre 
sented his long-awaited first message to the Congress. It was a courageous pres- 
entation of a very large program for the economic improvement of the young 
nation. It involves agricultural reforms after the pattern which Mr. Magsaysay 
endeavored to develop while he was in the previous government. It involves a 
resumption of his related program for further dealing with the Huks—whom he 
frankly recognized as a continuing peril; he aims to resume settling on the land 
those Huks who clearly are in rebellion only against poverty, and disposing of the 
persistent troublemakers by less genial measures, giving the Huks as a whole their 
own choice of “all-out friendship or all-out force.” He proposes to acquire more 
acreage for distribution to small owners after vigorously taxing land which has 
been unnecessarily idle for a long period of years, his aim being to develop “a 
nation of small, independent farm owners free from want and protected from 
injustice.” He proposes encouragement of both foreign and domestic investment in 
productive mechanisms, and promises a vigorous and continuing assault on the 
corruption which has cursed the Philippines government more than most. To 
further his reforms he has already urged on the United States a quickening of its 
aid-program, an extremely important part of the new president’s hopes for his 
nation. 


TURKEY’S president, Celal Bayar, reached Washington this week, to open 
his three weeks’ tour of America, on invitation of President Eisenhower whom the 
Turkish chief of state last saw as SACEUR in 1952. No plans for specific negotiations 
are indicated, but the visit carries its own reminder of how large is Turkey’s role 
in western affairs. Her inclusion in NATO, with that of Greece, added greatly to 
SACEUR’s resources; her expected acceptance of closer relations with Pakistan 
will greatly strengthen the security of the Middle East, despite the turbulence in

The new policy is outlined in a change 
to article C-7208 of the BuPers Manual 
which reads as follows:

appointment. Personnel in the status of 
chief petty officer, acting appointment, 


whether or not reenlisted in that rate, except 
those who were advanced thereto prior to 1 
Jan., 1951, are subject to reversion to petty 
Officer, first class (pay grade E-6), by order 
of the Chief of Naval Personnel. 
“*Reversions by the Chief of Naval Person- 
nel will be made only if necessitated by 
budgetary restrictions or by reduction in 
the personnel needs of the service. Person- 


ne] reverted under such conditions will be 
given preference in consideration for read- 
vancement. The provisions of this paragraph 


continue in effect the temporary nature of all 
advancements to chief petty officer, acting 
appointment, that have been made since 31 
December 1950; however, the word ‘tempo- 
rary’ and the abbreviation (T) will not be 
used in connection with the rate or rate ab- 
breviation of chief petty officers, acting ap- 
pointment.’

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Aett Sec. Milton Decries 
Low Educational Level 


Assistant Secretary of the Army Hugh 
M. Milton, II, declared this week that the 
educational standard of the young men 
inducted into the Army is so low that 
10 per cent of them are unable to com- 
prehend basic military training. 

As a result, he added, the Army has 
| been forced to establish a huge educa- 
| tional system, at great manpower and 
financial cost, to raise the educational) 
| level of its men. 
| “I should be frank and state. . 
| we feel that the military establishment 
| should be relieved of this responsibility 
| for education,” he stated. “It would be far 
better, in the interest of National De- 
| fense, and certainly far more economical] 
| to the military establishment, if every

one of our soldiers were educated to a 

point where we could immediately start 

training them for the mission of the re- 
| spective services.” 

Secretary Milton spoke 27 Jan. at the 
46th annual meeting of Elgin, Ill., Asso- 
ciation of Commerce Masonic Temple in 
Elgin. 

“It is my hope,” he said, “that at the 
community level ... the realization of 
this problem, both as it affects the mili- 
tary services and your own community, 
will result in steps which will raise the 
educational standard of our people so 
as to acheive development of our human 
resources at a pace comparable to the 
fantastic development of our scientific 
and material resources.” 

Working on the theory that the higher 
the scholastic level the soldier attains, 
the greater his value to the service, the 
Army has opened vast educational op- 
portunities to its men, Secretary Milton 
declared. 

Last year, he said, the average enroll- 
ment in troops educational courses of all 
types were in excess of 170,000 men, most 
of whom were overseas. During that same 
period, 70,000 men were graduated from 
from the fourth and fifth grades, 8000 
were awarded eighth grade certificates, 
36,500 completed the equivalent of a high 
school education, and 7600 received train- 
ing equivalent to one year of college. 

“To perform this task,” Secretary Mil- 
ton said, “the Army maintains 469 edu- 
cational centers .. . 331 of them over- 
seas. Through these centers, 351 corre- 
spondence and self-teaching courses pro- 
vided by the U. S. Armed Forces Insti- 
tute, ranging from the third grade to the 
second year of college, are made avail- 
able to all Army personnel.” 

In addition, more than 100 accredited 
American colleges and universities offer 
resident evening extension courses to mil- 
itary personnel in this country and over- 
| Seas, he added. 
This part of the Army’s educational] 

program is distinct from an extensive 
school system which is devoted to “purely 
| military” education. 
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Many Army Perm. 30-and-5 Colonels 
Will Likely Ask Pre-30 Sept. Retirement 


Scores of Army permanent colonels 
with over 30 years’ service and at least 
5 years in grade are expected to ask 
retirement in the next few months and 
by 30 Sept., all but 20 of the approximate 
420 now in service will be retired. 

The retirement of the 30-and-5 colo- 
nels was announced officially at the Pen- 
tagon after the 23 Jan. issue of THE 
JOURNAL, predicting such action, went to 
press. 

The Army announcement said that “cir- 
cumstances permitting,” the colonels— 
about 55 of them temporary general offi- 
cers—“may retire prior to 30 Sept. if they 
wish to do so.” 

There is no doubt that with few, if any, 
exceptions favorable consideration will 
be given to retirement applications. 

The Army statement recalled that these 
officers, normally scheduled for retire- 
ment by virtue of length of service and 
time in grade between 1 July 1953 and 31 
July 1954, were kept on active duty as an 
emergency measure under terms of Ex- 
ecutive Order 10379, issued 2 Aug. 1952. 
The order authorized retention until 30 
June 1957, or the end of the Korean 
emergency. 





In this category are 36 officers who 
have been selected for permanent gen- 
eral officer grades. They will not be re- 
quired to retire, since the law automati- 
cally extends their mandatory retirement 
date after such selection. 

Amendment to the original Executive 
Order was obtained by the Department 
of Defense “in view of reductions in Army 
strength and cessation of hostilities in 
Korea, to permit the Army to meet re- 
quirements of the changing personnel 
situation.” 

The Defense Department emphasized 
that “all officers affected by the new 
Executive Order have had outstanding 
service through World War II and the 
Korean operations and have filled key 
positions in the Army. Many also are 
veterans of World War I.” 

Because of the Army’s current needs 
under present circumstances, up to 20 
of the officers involved may be designated 
by the Secretary of the Army for reten- 
tion until 30 June 1957, or such earlier 
date as he considers to be in order.

| impregnable Greek city of Sparta. 
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Bolte Addresses Armor Experts At Knox, 


Warns Against “Dissemination of False Ideas’’ 


General Charles L. Bolte, in a speech which indicates the approach Army com- 
manders will use in explaining ramifications of the “New Look” to their own soldiers, 
as well as the American public at large, yesterday sounded a warning against 
“dissemination of false ideas” about the role of the Army in an Atomic Age. 

Speaking to the annual meeting of the U. S. Armor Association at Ft. Knox, Ky., 
General Bolte asserted that “when the chips are down and the Nation in peril, the 
Army’s tremendous capability will be as essential as in the past.” 

To the Armor leaders, the Vice Chief of Staff advised that “we should proclaim 
this fact with clear and confident voices, so that the people will have no doubt or 
confusion concerning the role of the Army, and so that our soldiers will have no 


doubt about the essential need they fill.” 


Because the speech represents the reaction of the Army command to the impact 
of the “New Look,” THE JOURNAL publishes General Bolte’s remarks in full: 


“It is always refreshing and invigorating 
when it is possible for me to get away from 
my desk in Washington and see the splendid 
accomplishments of you who bear so much re- 
sponsibility for training and leading our 
army. 

“In particular, it is a pleasure to be here 
at the home of one of our great combat arms 
—the Armor. I have always admired the 
esprit de corps which is so marked a char- 
acteristic of our armored units—a character- 
istic stemming from their distinguished rec- 
erd in the past and from the prospect of a 

t future, and maintained by outstanding 
leadership and intensive training. When I 
meet on occasions such as this, I have the 
opportunity to learn at first hand what diffi- 
culties you are facing and how I can help 
to overcome them. At the same time, I have 
an opportunity to discuss some matters of 
Army-wide interest. 

“Today, I want to speak about the Army 
as a necessary partner in defense. This may 
seem a large and perhaps an unnecessary 
topic in view of the fact that in every war 
our Nation has ever fought the Army has 
been in the forefront of battle and has been 
the indispensable instrument of victory. You, 
in particular, through your experience and 
knowledge, have a realistic insight into the 
grim realities of war and a clear understand- 
ing of the necessity for the Army. 


“I WISH, HOWEVER, that your knowl- 
edge were more widely disseminated among 
those outside the Army The people of the 
United States, who in the final analysis deter- 
mine the composition of our Armed Forces, 
are intensenly interested in national security 
and how best to achieve it. But the advent of 
new and terrible weapons of destruction has 
injected an element of confusion into the ac- 
eepted concepts of warfare, and people are 
eager for enlightenment, for indeed military 
security is one of the most important sub- 
jects of the day. The role of the Army, as 
of all the Services, is being re-examined and 
re-evaluated, and it is only proper that this 
should be so. I think it is equally proper 
and I know it is very important that the 
facts about the Army should be made avail- 
able. 

“Because there are millions of veterans in 
our population who have experienced war 
as it actually is, the average citizen knows 
a great deal about the Army and is aware 
of its many contributions to our defense. On 
the other hand, there are many voices raised 
in chorus to say that the Army is outmoded, 
that ‘masses of men,’ so-called, will never 
again engage in ground combat, and that 
modern weapons have invalidated the con- 
eept of ground combat. 

“This seed falls on fertile ground, for there 
ls deep in the heart of the American people 
—in all of us, soldier and civilian alike— 
an abhorrence of casualties incurred in 
ground fighting. As a result, there is an 
ardent desire for some cheap and easy 
method of fighting wars, a yearning to rely 
on some magic weapon that will be an abso- 
lute deterrent to war or an absolute weapon 
ef victory if war should occur. 

“I will quote you a newspaper article 
which I read last week. This is an extreme 
example of a current trend but it illustrates 
what I mean. 

“The article quotes an anonymous source 
in the Pentagon who says: 

““The H-bomb has generally been con- 
ceived as a strategic weapon against indus- 
tries and cities. But it's much more suitable, 
In fact, it's perfect against a deployed force 
because of its vast area impact, let’s say 100 
square miles. H-bombs can cripple an Army 
massed for a breakthrough.’ 

“The conclusion is inevitable from this 
type of reasoning and the conclusion is stated 
in the article: 

“ “Now we don’t need any large land army 
to stop the Russians. Some Planners think 
we don't need any army at all.’ 

“WERE THIS AN ISOLATED EXAMPLE, 
I would not discuss it with you today, but 
such ideas are so widespread as to cause 
serious concern among those charged with 
responsibility for a sound national defense 
Structure because they can seriously weaken 
our national defense, if allowed to go un- 
challenged, and because our Army is an es- 
sential part of that defense, the importance 
of the Army should be emphasized. 

‘The evil that could be accomplished by 
"he dissemination of false ideas far tran- 


scends any effects they might have on the 


size of the Army or upon the future of the 
men in 


the Army. Were there any sure 








guarantee that the magnificent service of you 
and your fellow soldiers throughout the Army 
were unnecessary, I am sure that you would 
all breathe a collective sigh of relief and 
return to more peaceful and financially re- 
warding pursuits in other lines of endeavor. 
The great danger in the line of reasoning I 
have illustrated and others similar to it is 
the grave effect it could have upon the se- 
curity of our Nation which we in the Armed 
Forces are pledged to safeguard. 


“I want to assure you that I know of no 
responsible official in our national govern- 
ment who advocates the elimination of our 
Army or is unaware of its vital importance. 
The reduction in the size of our Army in no 
way indicates such an attitude or feeling on 
the part of our leaders and planners, but is 
governed by many other considerations 
which must be taken into account in the 
difficult task of providing an adequate de- 
fense. It is true that the complexity of our 
national defense problems is magnified by 
the advent of new weapons; and the influence 





of these weapons on strategy and tactics 
is a subject of constant study at every level 
in our Department of Defense. 

‘‘However, our defense program has been, 
and I hope will continue to be based on 
strong sea, land, and air forces. The strength 
of one Service in proportion to another may 
change as world conditions change, and as 
the needs of the hour require, but each 
Service has an important role to perform, 
and each has missions assigned which it alone 
is capable of performing. 


“THE BASIC FUNCTION of the Army to 
be organized, trained, and equipped primar- 
ily for prompt and sustained combat incident 
to operations on land remains unchanged. 

‘In the example I cited I do not need to 
point out some glaring omissions—such as 
the fate of the civilians in this 100 square 
mile area or the small number of troops 
that may be deployed in an area 10 miles 
square, I do want to point out the harmful 
effects such thinking—if it is allowed to go 
unchallenged—could have upon our national 
security and upon the morale of our Army. 


“IF THE FALSE IDEA that armies could 
disposed of by means of super weapons de- 
livered by air were to gain a firm foothold 
in the minds of our people and our soldiers, 
it could create a feeling of fatalism and pes- 
simism that could sap our strength to fight 
vigorously and determinedly. How could we 
instill in the soldier the need to train vigor- 
ously, to learn the difficult skills required 
in our modern Army, and to achieve the will 
to win at all costs, if he were to believe that 
he was going to be obliterated by super 
weapons despite all his courage, training and 
skill? 

“And how can our people support the 
Army essential to their defense if they are 
deluded into thinking that it is all in vain 
and that the soldier cannot survive upon the 
battlefield? 





| 
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“It is well for us to emphasize both to the 
American people and to the individual soldier 
that the employment of these weapons has 
ramifications far beyond the purely military, 
and that if employed, the sound principles 
which we teach in our military doctrine stil) 
apply. Each weapon has its limitations as 
well as its capabilities, and each weapon 
can be defended against. Dispersion, mobil- 
ity, cover, and concealment are still an ade 
quate protection for the individual, 

‘*Because there is a sufficient prevalence of 
such loose thinking as I have mentioned, its 
harmful effects are so apparent as to sug- 
gest the obligation imposed on all of us to 
counteract it clearly, forthrightly, and vigor- 
ously. The magnificent support of our na- 
tional defense effort by the American people 
and their determination to provide our Na- 
tion with the best defense possible intensify 
our duty as soldiers to provide the informa 
tion which is the essential requirement for 
sound thinking. 


“BECAUSE THE AMERICAN PEOPLE 
have a right to expect of their Armed Forces 
the finest possible defense, they are entitled 
to this sound information upon which to base 
their judgment of the effectiveness of the 
defense establishment which they are sup- 
porting so well. It is in the best interest of 
the Nation that this be so, for in this age 
of total warfare, the Nation’s security is 
every citizen’s concern and every citizen’s re- 
sponsibility. 

“It should be perfectly clear that an ene 
my may strike in any one of three elements 
—through the air, by sea, or on the land— 
and our defenses must be erected accord- 
ingly. To be conclusive, any attck by land

The City of Coronado, Calif., has pe- 
titioned members of Congress to support 
legislation raising the pay and benefits of 
members of the Armed Services. 

The City Council, which recognized 
that 76 per cent of the population of 
Coronado was composed of service per- 
sonnel, declared that “great hardship is 
being caused in (Coronado) by the ex- 
isting pay status... .” 

Therefore, the resolution approved by 
the Council urged that this “hardship” be 
“alleviated” by national legislation in- 
creasing military pay and other benefits 
extended to service personnel.

were decorated by the United States ex- | 


clusive of the 498 Air Medals given those 
assigned to duty with the Army Air 
Forces. The British Order of the Empire 
and the French Croix de Guerre were 
also presented to our nurses in that war. 

This dramatic chronicle of brilliant 
service was given a shining additional 
chapter in recent months by Army 
nurses In Korea and the Far East. And 
daily, under the leadership of veteran 
ANC officers who are the chief nurses 
of all major medical installations, their 
dedication to serving the hospitalized 
soldier is making a peace-time record of 
which we are very proud. 

In the post-war years of World War II 
the need arose to effect better utiliza- 
tion of professional nurses in the Army 
hospital by extending the use of ancil- 
lary personnel and re-aligning the pro- 
fessional nurse’s relationship to allied 
hospital services. 

Numerous and extensive tests were 
conducted for months in a large, mod- 
ern Army hospital, with Army Nurse 
Corps officers participating, to determine 
ways and means for achieving this ob- 
jective. Most of the hospitals in the 
Army system have re-organized their 
nursing service and its operation to con- 
form to the recommendations formu- 
lated by the teams conducting the re- 
search. Adoption of these recommenda- 
tions by hospital management is enabling 
the Army nurse to give more time 
to the individual patient as she fulfills 
her mission of caring for the ill or 
wounded American soldier. 

The Army nurse has another reason 
for greeting the fifty-fourth year of the 
Corps’ existence in the success of the 
career management program now well 
under way. This guiding of each officer 
through her Army career so as to in- 
sure her greatest professional profi- 
ciency in her progress from positions 
of least responsibility to those of greater 
responsibility is, of course, of direct 
value to the Army Medical Service, too. 

These career progression patterns also 
take cognizance of the in-service educa- 
tional opportunities and _ on-the-job 
training provided for Army nurses in 
the Army hospital system and at the 
Medical Field Service School at Ft. Sam 
Houston, Tex. In 1953 a new course, espe- 
cially designed for junior ANC officers 
working towards their first supervisory 
assignments, was added to the instruc- 
tion already available for the Army 
nurse wishing to learn new skills, to 
broaden her professional education and 
to get ahead in her military career. The 
first class taking this new course will be 
graduated in.a few months. 

The Army Nurse Corps currently con- 
sists of about 4,500 Regular Army and 
Reserve officers on active duty. But more 








are needed to bring the Corps up to its 
authorized strength and to meet normal 
attrition. In this connection mention can 
be made of an innovation in the Army 
Nurse Corps procurement program. This 
is the Registered Nurse Student Pro- 
gram expected to bring into the Corps 
this spring the professional nurse who 
desires to earn her bachelor’s or master’s 
degree in the nursing field prior to en- 
tering active duty. This new plan pro- 
vides openings for 250 applicants, who, 
upon being commissioned in the Army 
and matriculated at an acceptable uni- 
versity, will obligate themselves to serve 
three years with the Corps, including 
the time spent in the final year of study. 

During the year just past, ANC offi- 
cers made advancements towards stand- 
ardizing the curriculum and adminis- 
tration of the Army Medical Service 
schools for the training of enlisted per- 
sonnel (co-ed) as advanced medical 
technicians. These ANC officers have al- 
ways been influential in shaping the 
policies and training techniques of these 
courses. In 1953 they held workshops and 
formalized the methods and objectives 
for the three schools already in opera- 
tion and for the fourth which will open 
early in 1954. The directors and faculty 
members of these schools are ANC of- 
ficers, with dietetic instruction being 
given by Women’s Medical Specialist 
Corps officers. 

In the sphere of civilian and Army 
recognition, the Army Nurse Corps also 
considers 1953 outstanding and histori- 
cal. Last May the Women’s National 
Press Club cited the military nurse in

Vice Adm. James L. Holloway, jr., Chief 
of Naval Personnel, testified on behalf 
of their respective Services in support 
of the measure. Marine Corps and Air 
Force personnel chiefs will be heard at 
future sessions, 

General Powell told the Committee 
“the Army probably has been hurt less 
by the Davis Amendment than any of 
the other Services.” Nevertheless, he 
noted, the rider denied promotion to 19) 
officers in fiscal 1953 and the “uncer- 
tainty” which it created has resulted in 
feelings of “resentment and frustration 
throughout the Officer Corps.” He said 
the new proposal is “a practical and 
workable bill.” 

Double Penalty 


As the hearings got underway, Repre- 
sentative Short noted the present promo- 
tion and retirement limitations have set 
a “double penalty” on military person. 
nel “which undoubtedly has had a seri- 
ous effect upon the morale of our 
Armed Forces.” He said, “with one rider 
in effect limiting promotion by number 
and another rider in effect limiting vol- 
untary retirement so as to prevent 
vacancies that might otherwise occur 
opportunities for promotions in the 
Armed Forces have been seriously af- 
fected.” 

The Army section of the bill was ap- 
proved by the Committee on 27 Jan. 
after several amendments had been pro- 
posed and adopted. One amendment in- 
creased the number of majors provided 
in the ceiling table. For a force of 120, 
000 officers, the maximum number of 
majors would be 19,680; this is 750 more 
than was previously provided by the bill 
and 1,430 more than is provided by the 
Davis Amendment. One of the basic rea- 
sons for the change was the need to 
bring doctors on active duty in this rank 


Unwarranted Attrition 


The Navy section was still under dis- 
cussion as THE JOURNAL went to press 
Admiral Holloway told the Committee 
that the present restrictions of the 
Davis Amendment “have no relation to 
long-range planning” and, if continued 
would ultimately have the effect of 
creating forced attrition as high as 7( 
per cent to the rank of captain, and 50 
per cent in the ranks of commander and 
lieutenant commander. 

The Navy asked for a change in the 
bill so as to provide better promotion 
opportunities for officers of the Navy’s 
Nurse Corps. Admiral Holloway said 
their present prospects for career rec- 


ardizes seriously” the Navy’s capabilities 
for care of the sick.

Vice Adm. Harry G. Hamlet, USCG-Ret. 
Vice Adm. Harry G. Hamlet, USCG- 
Ret., died at the National Medical Cen- 
ter, Bethesda, Md., on 24 Jan. 
A native of Maine, Admiral Hamlet was 
born in Eastport on 27 Aug. 1874, the son

of Capt. Oscar C. Hamlet of the Revenue 
Cutter Service, now the Coast Guard. He 
attended the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology before his appointment as a cadet 
on 12 Apr. 1894. 

Commissioned an Ensign on 27 Apr. 1896, 
his first assignment was aboard the cutter 
Bear, which, in 1897-98, was sent on her 
famous Relief Expedition to the Arctic. The 
expedition, successful in rescuing the crews 
of four whaling vessels, has gone down in 
history as one of the most perilous and 
arduous expeditions to the Far North. 

In 1900, Admiral Hamlet was one of the 
first Coast Guard officers to be assigned to 
the Naval War College for the War College 
Course. In 1901, he returned to the cutter 
Bear, and served with various units on both 
the East and the West Coast, and in Alaskan 
and Arctic waters. 

Assigned to the 3d Naval District, when 
the United States entered WWI, he organ- 
ized the various activities and training of 
personnel at Naval Section Bases Six and 
Nine. While in command of the USS Mari- 
etta, off the coast of France in 1919, he 
rescued the crew of two officers and 45 men 
from the USS James, which was sinking in 
a heavy gale. In recognition of the exploit, 
the Secretary of the Treasury awarded him 
the Congressional Gold Life Saving Medal of 
Honor, and he received a Special Commenda- 
tion from the Secretary of the Navy. 

From Sept. 1919 to May 1922, he served 
at Coast Guard Headquarters as Personnel 
Officer in charge of Ship Operation. He then 
assumed command of the cutter Mojave at 
Honolulu, and took the vessel to the Orient 
and the Philippines. 

In 1924, he was ordered to the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard, and supervised the recondition- 
ing, outfitting and commissioning of 20 de- 
stroyers, and trained the crews aboard these 
craft. For this meritorious service, which 
involved saving nearly $2,500,000, he was 
commended by the Commandant. He was 
placed in command of the Destroyer Force 
in July, 1925, and promoted to the rank of 
Captain in May 1926. In 1928 he was appointed 
Superintendent of the Coast Guard Acad- 
emy at New London, Conn. 

As a reward for his more than 38 years 
of service, Admiral Hamlet was appointed 
by the President as Commandant of the 
Coast Guard on 14 June 1932, for a four- 
year term, during which time he held the 
rank of Admiral. Upon completion of his 
term of office, he was detailed to special 





duty in the office of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, performing additional duties as 
Cc , Personnel Advisory Committee, 
Committee on Commerce, United States 
Senate. 

Admiral Hamlet retired on 1 Sept. 1938 
at the retirement age of 64 and was raised 
to Vice Admiral by virtue of having served 
more than 40 years in the U. S. Coast Guard. 
After his retirement, he was active in numer- 
ous civic, service and business organizations. 
As President of the Retired Officers’ Asso- 
ciation, he devoted his efforts to legislation 
favorable to personnel of the Armed Forces. 

Admiral Hamlet is survived by his widow, 
the former Francel Allen Hastings, 6410 
Beechwood Drive, Chevy Chase, Md., a 
sister, Mrs. Agnes Hamlet Salter of the home;

Maj. Gen. Walter King Wilson, USA-Ret, 

Maj. Gen. Walter King Wilson, USA, 
Ret., died at Walter Reed Army Hospi- 
tal, Washington, D. C., on 20 Jan. after 
a long illness. He served in the Army 
more than 50 years. 

General Wilson was born in Nashville 
Tenn. on 7 Oct. 1880, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. James E. Wilson. 

Graduating from the U. S. Military Acad 
emy in 1902, he served in the Field Artillery 
and the Coast Artillery until he became a 
general officer in 1937, rising to the rank of 
Major General in 1940. 

He was executive for six years to the 
Superintendent of the U. S. Military Acad- 
emy. For three years ending in November 
1940 he commanded the Harbor Defense of 
Manila and Subic Bay. He organized and 
commanded the III Army Corps in 1941. 

His last command was the Northern Call 
fornia Sector of the Western Defense Com- 
mand, from which he was transferred in 
1944 to the office of the Seeretary of War to 
direct Army Emergency Relief. He retired 
from the Army six months later for physical 
disability but continued on this duty until 
1951 when ill health forced him to become 
inactive. 

His period of unbroken service is said to 
be one of the longest in the history of the 
American Army. 

General Wilson is survived by his widow, 
the former Evangeline Taylor of Vancouver, 
Washington, also by his son, Brig. Gen 
Walter K. Wilson, jr., Corps of Engineers. 
now in North Africa, and by five grand- 
children.

Cut Civilian Strength 

During the first half of Fiscal Year 
1954, the Army reduced its civilian per- 
sonnel strength by approximately 45.- 
000 employees. 

Reductions effected were accomplished 
principally through attrition and were 
made possible as a result of manpower 
utilization surveys, consolidations of ac- 
tivities, lowered workload factors in 
certain fields, and the reprogramming of 
available civilian manpower. During the 
period employment rights of career 
civil service employees were fully pro- 
tected, and under Department of the 
Army policy, separated civilians were 
not replaced by military personnel. 

Army Technical Services and the six 
Armies in the United States accounted 
for most of the reductions, realizing 
more than 38,000 of the total released. 

At the same time, in some instances, 
certain personnel spaces were trans- 
ferred to other activities which were 
operating under strength, or utilized to 
staff projects previously deferred due to 
lack of personnel authorizations. This 
was accomplished as a result of the per- 
sonnel utilization surveys and function- 
al analyses. 

Personnel utilization surveys and 
functional analyses are used by the 
Army to assist in achieving its mission 
through methods that are as economical 
and effectual as possible. 


MATS Crew Praised 

Representative Leroy Johnson (R-Cal.), 
chairman of the Congressional com- 
mittee which recently returned from a 
round-the-world fact-finding tour, praised 
the crew of the MATS C-121 which car- 
ried the group on the 31,645-mile trip as 
“the most satisfactory” he had ever en- 
countered. 

In a letter to Lt. Gen. Joseph Smith, 
MATS commander, Representative John- 
son commented that Maj. Thomas L. 
Rider, aircraft commander, “never lost 
sight of the fact that his mission was to 
have the plane properly prepared to get 
off the ground in such a condition that 
it could sucessfully reach its destination 
and make a safe landing.” 

General Smith, in transmitting the 
Congressman’s remarks to Major Rider. 
said: “Your skill, technical knowledge, 
courtesy and thoughtfulness reflect cred- 
it not only upon yourself but also upon 
your organization and the Military Air 
Transport Service.”

Idea for Uniform 
Bditor, THE JOURNAL: 

Two recent service press releases have 
attracted my attention: one, that Navy 
officers will resume wearing swords for 
special occasions; the other, that the 
Army will make a field survey to select 
a new uniform for general wear. 

The reason behind both of these de- 
velopments is presumably to improve 
morale through pride and tradition. The 
objective is worth while, and indicates 
that somebody is heading in the right 
direction. Too many members of the 
armed forces are so wound up with ad- 
ministrative procedure, management, 
budgets, and bureaucracy that they for- 
get they are paid to kill the enemy. 

An appendage of the uniform to con- 
stantly remind the wearer of his deadly 
mission would be a good thing. A tradi- 
tion, however, should have some basis in 
reason. Revival of the saber for Army 
officers would not, therefore, suit the 
purpose. We want dignity, not ridicule. 

The tradition of bearing arms, how- 
ever, should be maintained. Ridgway did 
it with his hand grenades. Patton did it 
with pearl handled pistols. For dress and 
ceremonial purposes, General Patton’s 
idea is best. Hand grenades dangling 
from one’s lapels would be uncomforta- 
ble, and might be misunderstood by the 
general public. A revolver on the hip 
has a comfortable feel, and western mo- 
vies have given it a swashbuckling public 
appeal. 

I propose then, that the new Army 
officers’ uniform include a suitably deco- 
rative dress belt, holster, and pistol for 
wear on occasions when side arms are 
appropriate. Who knows, perhaps a 
ritual of pistol drill will be developed, 
including presentations, blank cartridge 
salutes at military weddings, and other 
colorful ceremonies. 

“PROFESSIONAL KILLER”

With the advent of the Womble Re- 
port I think the time has come when 
our leaders should view with alarm what 
is happening to the Services. 

Our inability to retain top-flight people 
is due, in great part, to the drastic cur- 
tailment of fringe benefits and the lack 
of adequate pay in keeping with the na- 
tional cost of living indexes, and many 
other obvious factors too numerous to 
mention. 

A Service is only as good as the qual- 
ity of people who make it up, and that 
factor is what we are beginning to miss. 
The reasons are so self-evident that it 
is appalling to me that Congress and the 
White House turn a deaf ear to the 
many advisors and top flight writers who 
have been telling them that our country 
is in jeopardy due to their complete lack 
of faith and regard in the people who 
will be called upon to defend it.

Even a very 
small portion of the money being spent 
in any one of several countries for the 
development of “backward areas” could 
and would suffice to give our services a 
substantial pay raise and at the same 
time help correct a condition which is 
rapidly becoming one of our own “back- 
ward areas”. 

I think it was Senator Symington who 
cautioned that we are trying to defend 
our country with a balanced budget— 
and rightly so. 

When are we going to stop this foolish- 
ness of submitting to lobby pressure 
groups who want only to squeeze the 
last dollar out of the Serviceman? Why 
don’t our leaders stand up in defense of 
those who are expected to defend? Is 
it any wonder we can’t keep a good man 
in uniform when he can live in higher 
respect outside a Service? Should we be- 
come aware of his existence only when 
we need his protection? Miss Anna 
Rosenberg said that the Serviceman’s 
union is the U. S. Congress. I’m sure he 
has had many a chuckle over that one 
and by this time must feel like last 
year’s non-paying member. 

It is ever more amazing to me how 
Congress can tolerate such decay in the 
country’s defense system. Let’s face it, 
Gentlemen on the Hill. your good fight- 


ing men are leaving the Defense System 


! at a rate which should be causing you 








great concern. When the time comes, 
and heaven forbid that it should, for you 
to put your defense organization into ac- 
tion, you will find that it will cost a 
great deal more to make it effective than 
it would have had you granted it a few 
of the crumbs which you are tossing 
about so freely elsewhere, 

During the last war no one thought of 
collecting an income tax from the soldier.

What’s wrong with us that we aren’t 
liked? Is it bad taste to love one’s coun- 
try so much that one has to fight its 
leaders for the privilege of defending it 
in the best manner possible?

Selection Hazards 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 


At a time when there is deep concern 
about the loss of attractiveness of the 
services it might be well to examine 
certain aspects of the present promotion 
procedures which are causing a serious 
morale problem among career officers. 

Fast promotion for very capable offi- 
cers is excellent in theory, but in prac- 
tice it is not always the best man who 
wins the promotion. In making large 
numbers of promotions some method of 
scoring must be used. No strictly numer- 
ical system the services have devised to 
date can give a true picture of a man’s 
ability and usefulness to the services. 
The efficiency reports of the last few 
years have not given full credit to the 
man serving on independent and re- 
sponsible assignments. He has frequent- 
ly been unfairly scored because the 
rating officers were not familiar with 
either the scope of his assignments or 
the results of his work. The man who 
has held a routine job under the same 
commanding officer for a long period of 
time will usually have a far higher effi- 
ciency index than a more capable officer 
who has been given more difficult assign- 
ments. Under the present method of se- 
lection of higher ranking officers pro- 
motions go only to the men with the 
highest scores on efficiency reports. This 
severly penalizes the officers who are 
doing the most difficult jobs. 

This same unfairness exists, possibly 
more frequently but to a lesser degree, 
in the case of the officer who is assigned 
many additional duties. 

An officers transfer two months before 
annual efficiency reports are due will 
usually cause a temporary drop in the 
individual’s score. Many officers have 
had the misfortune to be assigned where 
there are frequent changes of rating 
officers. These men should not be passed 
over when a study of their records would 
clearly show that the drop in their effi- 
ciency reports is probably due to un- 
familiarity of the rating officer rather 
than poor performance of duty. 

As long as selections for promotions 
are based entirely on numerical averages 
many capable officers will be hurt. If 
every officer could be assured that before 
a promotion board passes him over his 
entire record would be carefully evalu- 
ated, the morale of the officer corps 
would be greatly improved. 

How much security or pleasure can 
there be when a man realizes that a diffi- 
cult assignment or inopportune transfer 
or merely frequent changes of rating offi- 
cers, things over which he has no control, 
can permanently ruin his entire career in 
the Armed Forces?

WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper 
that all our citizens devote one day each 
year to paying special tribute to our 
fighting forces as the protectors and de- 
fenders of our Nation: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, DWIGHT D. 
EISENHOWER, President of the United 
States of America and Commander in 
Chief of the Armed Forces of the United 
States, do hereby proclaim Saturday, 15 
May 1954, as Armed Forces Day, and 
I direct the Secretary of Defense and 
the Secretaries of the Army, the Navy 
and the Air Force, as well as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury on behalf of the 
Coast Guard, to mark that day with ap- 
propriate ceremonies and to cooperate 
with civil authorities in suitable obser- 
vances. 

I invite the Governors of the States, 
Territories, and possessions of the 
United States to provide for the cele- 
bration of the day in such a manner as 
will pay suitable honor to the members 
of the Armed Forces. 

I also call upon my fellow citizens not 
only to display the flag of the United 
States on Armed Forces Day but also to 
manifest their recognition of the sacri- 
fice and devotion to duty of the men 
and women of the Armed Forces by at- 
tending and participating in the local 
observances of the day conducted by the 
Armed Forces and the civil authorities.

Gen. Bolte Tells Of 


Lower Production Goals 
General Charles L. Bolté, Army Vice 
Chief of Staff, told the American Ord- 
nance Association this week that peace 
in Korea and modified production goals 
established under the new mobilization 
base have cause cancellation of some 
procurement contracts and some pro- 
duction stretch-outs. 

As a result, he elaborated, most of the 
funds available to the Army Ordnance 
Corps during the current fiscal year will 
be used to finance procurement and pro- 
duction “for a much longer period than 
originally contemplated.” 

Speaking 27 Jan. in Detroit, Mich., 
General Bolté declared that Army Ord- 
nance has available for 1954 fiscal year 
a total of $2.5-billion for current obliga- 
tions, most of which is applicable for the 
purchase of materiel for all the services 
and the Mutual Defense Assistance Pro- 
gram. This sum, he said, represented al- 
most 7 per cent of the total Defense De- 
partment funds available for current 
obligations, as contrasted to last year’s 
figure of $7.4-billion, or more than 14 per 
cent of the total Defense dollars. 

At the beginning of the current fiscal 
period, the total dollar value of contracts 
under administration by the Ordnance 
Corps was nearly $17-billion, he stated.

Defense Dept. Plans Purchases 
For Fruits and Vegetables 


The Defense Department estimates 
that the Armed Forces will require 366,- 
330,000 pounds of canned fruits and vege- 
tables from the 1954 pack, Brig. Gen. 
N. E. Waldron, commanding general, 
Quartermaster Market Center System, 
announced in Chicago this week. 

General Waldron, speaking at the an- 
nual convention of the National Canners 
Association, explained that 233,278,000 
pounds of canned vegetables and 133,055,- 
000 pounds of canned fruits were the 
tentative requirements of the armed 
forces. Annual food costs, which amount 
to over a billion dollars, represent a 
sizable portion of the nation’s defense 
budget, he said. This establishes the mar- 
ket center system as the largest single 
customer of the food industry. 

With the cessation of hostilities in Ko- 
rea, he told the delegates, it is considered 
that the set-aside and letter contract 
procedures will no longer be used. Plans 
for 1954, contemplate procurement by 
competitive negotiation, he said. 

Under this system, suppliers would be 
free to bid for whatever percentage of 
the military requirement they desire.

Courses of 
fire will be announced at a later date. 

Team entries will be representatives of 
the six Continental Armies and major 
overseas command areas. Rifle teams 
will consist of nine firing members, while 
six firing members will constitute the 
pistol teams. 

The All-Army matches will provide an 
opportunity for outstanding marksmen to 
be chosen as candidates for the U. S. 
Army Rifle and Pistol Team. This team 
will be trained yearly by The Infantry 
Center at Ft. Benning. 

The Pistol Squad competes annually in 
the Mid-Winter National Pistol Cham- 
pionships at Tampa, Florida, and the 
National Matches. The Rifle Squad par- 
ticipates in the National Matches. Both 
squads fire in one regional match prior 
to the National Matches. 

The All-Army championships will be 
conducted as outlined in Army regula- 
tions, amplified by instructions from the 
National Board for the Promotion of 
Rifle Practice, concerning the conduct of 
major command matches to meet the re- 
quirements for award of the Exceilence 
in Competition Badge which leads to the 
award of the Distinguished Badge

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Maj. Gen. Clements McMullen, com- 
mander of Kelly AFB, San Antonio, Tex., 
and the oldest active pilot in the Air 
Force, will retire from active duty 28 
Feb. after 37 years of military service. 

Actual retirement ceremonies will be 
held 27 Feb. followed by an Open House 
at the huge air base. He plans to make 
San Antonio his permanent residence. 

General McMullen began his military 
career in 1917 when he became an air 
cadet at the Georgia Institute of Tech- 
nology. He received further instruction 
at Kelly Field, which had recently opened 
on the outskirts of San Antonio for flight 
training, and was commissioned a sec- 
ond lieutenant in the Aviation Section of

the Signal Reserve Corps on 6 March 
1918. 

His first duty assignment after becom- 
ing an officer pilot was as a flight in- 
structor at Kelly. During the pre-WW II 
years, General McMullen participated in 
many of the pioneering aviation feats 
of his day. At the National Air Races in 
St. Louis in 1923 he won the Liberty En- 
gine trophy race by attaining what was 
described as “the amazingly fast time of 
139 miles an hour. He set the long dis- 
tance speed record in 1930 on a 50 hour- 
30 minute hop from New York to Buenos 
Aires. That same year, he made the first 
non-stop flight from Miami to Panama. 





Soon after WW II, he was assigned to 


| the Air Service Command Headquarters, 
first in Washington, D. C., and then at 
Patterson Field, O., as chief of the Main- 
tenance Division. From 1944 until the end 
of the war, General McMullen was com- 
manding general of the Far Eastern Air 
Service Command. In December 1945, he 
became Chief of Staff of the Pacific Air 
Command. 

When the Eighth Air Force was reac- 
tivated in 1946, General McMullen was 
appointed its commander. Two months 
later, he was assigned as Deputy Com- 
manding General of the Strategic Air 
Command, a post which he held until 
October, 1948, when he was made com- 
manding general of the San Antonio Air 
Material Area at Kelly AFB. His final 
tour at Kelly was marked by the adop- 





tion of numerous time-saving machines 
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and the mechanization of supply and 
maintenance production lines. 

Mrs. McMullen, the former Adelaide 
Lewis, daughter of the late Maj. Gen. 
Edward M. Lewis, one-time commander 
of the Eighth Corps Area at Ft. Sam 
Houston, is the military president of the 
Military and Civilian Club at San An- 
tonio. 

The McMullens have four sons, three 
of whom are Air Force officers: Maj. 
Frank, who is stationed at the Pentagon 
in Washington, D. C., 1st Lt. Thomas H., 
who recently returned from Korea where 
he flew 78 missions, and 2d Lt. William 
C., who is assigned to Traux AFB, Wis.

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Civilian Group ‘Edits’ Reorganization Draft 
Amid Reported Defense Dept. Concern

NAL to comment on allegations that the 
report was modified following its initial 
presentation to Secretary Stevens. He 
was asked also to explain the absence of 
Deputy Secretary:Roger M. Kyes’ name 
from the list of those who met with the 
Committee. 

Here is the text of Mr. Davies’ illumi- 
nating response: 

“The Committee appreciates the fine 
coverage of its report, given by your 
publication. Reference your telegram, 
the final conclusions of the Committee 
were set forth in a report on 18 Dec. 

“Careful analysis of this Report re- 
vealed a few instances wherein the basic 
concepts of the Committee might be mis- 
construed due primarily to the use of 
terms subject to possible varying inter- 
pretation. 

“The Report was accordingly edited 
at a final meeting of the Committee on 
5 Jan. in Washington. 

“Let me reassure you that this editing; 
was designed solely to clarify the ex- 
pression of our beliefs, No modification 
whatsoever of the Committee’s concepts, 
principles or recommendations were in- 
volved. 

“Mr. Kyes did not talk to the Com- 
mittee as a witness and was accordingly 
not so listed in the final Report. The 
Committee met informally with Mr. 
Kyes early in its schedule of meetings 
during the month of October. 

“In this connection, it was his desire 
as Deputy Secretary of Defense not to 
express opinions on Army Organization 
because he felt such opinions might 
influence or prejudice the deliberations 
of the Committee. The Committee re- 
spected his desires that he not be listed 
as a witness because he did not express 
any opinion on the primary areas of re- 
sponsibility of our committee. 

“The Committee has no objections to 
your using the information contained in 
this wire.” 

Old hands at the Pentagon were hard 
pressed this week attempting to recall 
when, if ever, a commission of distin- 
guished civilians went home with a job 
done and then were reconvened in 
Washington to “edit” a report which 
they had submitted in final draft to the 
official who appointed them and who, it 
can be stated authoritatively, found no 
difficulty’ in understanding “use of 
terms” related to “basic concepts.” 

Since the concern over possible mis- 


construction of the report came from 
elsewhere than the civilian chief of the 
Army, the belief is that Defense Depart- 
ment officials intervened to voice their 
concern. 

There is no reason to believe — and 
Mr. Davies’ telegram confirms this— 
that the Committee changed any of its 
recommendations, as a result of what 
might be described as “outside influ- 
ence.” The Committee stuck by its guns, 
although certain phrasing was modified. 

Presumably, the Committee became 
convinced that some of its basic con- 
cepts might be misconstrued and so 
agreed to meet and edit the already 
submitted report. 

The report was written by a civilian 
executive staff, specially engaged for 
this project. Members of this staff are 
considered to be experts in drawing to- 
gether the conclusions of such groups 
and presenting them in understandable 
terms. 

Why top Defese officials became dis- 
turbed is not disclosed. It is to be 
noted. however, that the report, al- 
though deeling almost exclusively with 
problems of Army Organization, does 
take a slap at “intervention by func- 
tional Assistant Secretaries of Defense” 
in the administration of the Defense 
establishment. The Committee said that 
the authority of the Secretary of the 
Army “must not be diluted” by such in- 
tervention. 

It is believed that it was in this area 
of the Committee’s report that objec- 
tions developed, requiring post-deadline 
editing and clarification. 

As to Mr. Davies’ explanation of the 
absence of Mr. Kyes’ name on the list 
of those who appeared before the Com- 
mittee (it is interesting to note that all 
nine Assistant Defense Secretaries testi- 
fied and are listed) there could be a 
significance in the Chairman’s pointing 
out that Mr. Kyes’ name was not listed 
“in the final report.” 

Whether his name appeared in the 
first edition of the final report (the one 
submitted on 18 Dec.) and was deleted 
before the second edition of the final re- 
port (the one dated 18 Dec. but submit- 
ted after 5 Jan.) is not entirely clear. 

The point actually would hold little 
relevance if it were not for the rumor 
circulating in the Pentagon that Mr. 
Kyes, in strong terms, demanded that 
his name be stricken from the list.

Gen. Bolte Speaks On Army Role; the Vice CofS 
Urges Confidence, Deplores ‘Alarm’—‘Pessimism’

must and will be carried out basically by 
ground forces. Recent history has shown— 
and logic will sustain it—that the only way 
to defeat ground forces is by ground forces. 
The lesson of Korea should ever be before 
us, It was not until the Eighth Army—un- 
derstrength and ill-equipped as it was—was 
rushed into Korea that the communist ar- 
mies were stopped and the profits of aggres- 
sion were denied the enemy. Its success can 
be attributed in part to reliance on firepower 
rather than mere manpower. 


“TO DESCRIBE A MODERN ARMY as 
masses of men—amed with rifle and bayonet 
—who can be conveniently wiped out en 
masse by super weapons is utterly erroneous. 
The machine gun disposed of that type of 
army many years ago. The whole concept of 
a modern army is geared to speed, disper- 
sion, and firepower. The individual fighting 
man, whether by foot or by tank, must still 
close with the enemy and destroy him, but 
he now has weapons of greater range and 
firepower to assist him, and he has better 
communications with which to call upon 
these weapons. The whole trend of our Army 
is towards smaller units of greater firepower 
and mobility, with a consequent capability to 
deploy over a wider area and to present a 
less profitable target. You may rest assured 
that your Army leaders are well aware of 
what new weapons can and cannot do and 
are acting accordingly. Our Army, far from 
being made obsolete by these weapons, is 
taking advantage of them to _ further 
strengthen our great capabilities. 

‘Because the full potentialities of our 
global airpower, like our global seapower, 
are impossible of achievement without many 
bases overseas, we would need ground forces 
if it were only to protect these bases. But, 
more than the protection of air and sea 
bases, the compelling necessity for effective 
defense of strategic land areas of the world 
vital to our national security points out the 
requirement for strong ground forces ready 
to repel aggression. Our Nation shares with 
our many valiant allies the obligation to pro- 
vide those forces for our mutual protection. 

“I believe, therefore, that it is time for all 
of us to think about the role of the Army in 
the light of the many new developments tak- 
ing place so rapidly, It may seem to you to 
be a very complex subject—which indeed it 
is. Yet the broad outlines of the Army’s 
enpabilities and limitations are well known 
to you, and the capabilities and limitations 
of the latest modern weapons—though to a 
large extent highly classified—can be evalu- 
ated from your own military knowledge and 
from the information about these weapons 
which has been made available. You are al- 
ready studying the effects of tactical atomic 
weapons upon the tactics of armor. 

“I want to assure this audience that the 
concept of mobile warfare is acquiring added 
importance as the effects of new weapons 
and their influence upon tactics and strategy 
are studied at higher levels. The Armor 
will continue to be a major force upon the 
battlefield and the necessity to have mobile, 
hard hitting armored units immediately 
available for any emergency is of paramount 
importance. How these new weapons will 
shape the organization and tactics of the 
Army as a whole is also a fruitful field for 
your study and consideration. 


“OF GREAT IMPORTANCE, too, is the 


role that the Army plans as a partner in the 
Armed Forces team—the topic I am discus- 


sing here today. The Army has a prog 
record of achievement and faces a future 
which may place greater demands upon j 
than any emergency of the past. We in the 
Army must never forget our prime reagop 
for being—victory in battle. We are pre 
paring ourselves daily for any mission—no 
matter how dangerous or difficult—which the 
security of our Nation may demand. Ang 
have no doubt about it, when the chips are 
down and the Nation is in peril, the Army’s 
tremendous capability will be as essentia) 
as im the past. 

“I think that we should proclaim this fact 
with clear and confident voices, so that the 
people will have no doubt or confusion con. 
cerning the role of their Army, and so that 
our soldiers will have no doubt about the 
essential need they fill. You and your com- 
rades in all the other arms and services are 
best qualified to explain what the Army's 
capabilities are. 

‘In doing this there is no need to criticize 
any of the other branches of our Armed 
Forces. Wein the Army fully appreciate the 
need for strong air power and sea power, and 
the Army as a whole has never questioned 
the need for a strong Navy and Air Force or 
belittled their great responsibilities and cap 
abilities. We believe firmly in the concept 
of our Armed Forces as a united team work- 
ing towards a common goal. 


“THE ARMY WILL CONTINUE to be pro 
gressive and forward looking. We are tak- 
ing advantage of every technical and scien- 
tific advance to enlarge our capabilities and 
increase our firepower. In our training and 
in our doctrine, we are gearing our thinking 
to the tests of the future,while retaining the 
valid principles which our extensive combat 
experience has demonstrated to be sound. 

“‘We should be neither pessimists nor 
alarmists, but confident. There is in the 
Army today a great reservoir of combat ex- 
perience and a corps of combat-tested lead- 
ers of proved ability. Our Nation is the 
most advanced, industrially, scientifically 
and politically, of any nation in the world 
and our people are blessed with a high leve 
of education, a strong spiritual and moral 
character, and a deep love of country. Our 
people are equal to any challenge to their 
security, and their actions during the past 
decade and a half have shown their capacity 
and willingness to defend their beliefs at any 
cost. Our Army, which derives its strength 
and character from our people, reflects their 
virtues and their abilities. 


“I KNOW FROM LONG EXPERIENCE 
that you men and your comrades throughou: 
the Army all over the world are the finest 
soldiers and officers that any fighting force 
can boast. I know, too, that you not only 
have a glorious record behind you, but thai 
you have a future of limitless service ahead 
of you. 

“You are not only a credit to the American 
people but you are the indispensable element 
of national security. The issue of victory 
or defeat still rests upon the bravery, devo 
tion. and determination of the individual 
soldier. 

“I urge you, therefore, to think upon this 
subject I have discussed today, to be aware 
of the expanding capabilities of the Army ip 
this modern age. Each of you should in the 
interests of our Nation, reflect on this theme 
and carry it to the people with truth and 
logic and should inculcate it in your men 
at every opportunity.”’

Medical Emergency Plan 


Uses Civilian Participation 


The Army has initialed an agreement 
with more than 50 medical colleges and 
large civilian hospitals throughout the 
country whereby each would furnish a 
limited number of qualified doctors and 
dentists for key specialist assignments in 
a 1,000-bed general hospital in event of 
a major national emergency. 

This agreement, according to Maj. Gen. 
George E. Armstrong, Army Surgeon 
General, is a modification of the Reserve 
Hospital plan used in WWI and II under 
which a formally organized group was 
required to conduct military training, 
and secure a full complement of com- 
missioned officers. 

The modified arrangement permits the 
hospital or medical school to retain key 
professional staff members selected for 
the unit for several months following 
the initial impact of an emergency. 
These personnel would not be required 





until after the Reserve hospital units 
had been called to active duty and ad- 
ministrative and housekeeping personne! 
organized and trained. 

The modified affiliation program inter- 
feres in no way with the traditional 
establishing of Reserve hospital units by 
those institutions desiring to do so. In 
fact, a school or hospital may have both 
types of participation in the Army’s plan 
for medical national defense.
